FISHING AGREEMENT rj 


Signed by Great Britain and the New- 


foundlandert Are Angry. 


Washington, Oct. 9.—News that the 


modus vivendi was signed was con- 
veyed «to Secretary Root in a cable- 
gram from Ambassador Reid announc- 
ing that the British government ac- 
cepted the terms of the modus vivendi 
relating to the Newfoundland fish- 
cries. Xo information was received at 
the state department concerning the 
proposed resignation ot officials of 
Newfoundland on account of the new 
agreement. Some facts in relation to 
the Newfoundland government and the 
fisheries were stated in which it ap- 


been very much embarrassed during 
the negotiations on account of the de- 
mands of Newfoundland. Newfound- 
land is under the control of the mer- 
chant fishermen of the island, those 
who buy, cure and sell fish products. 
•Th'ey oppose any United States fishing 
rights, including those guaranteed by 
the treaty of 1818, and are dissatisfied 
with any arangemeut that the British 
government makes to carry out the 
terms of that treaty. 
Newfoundland 


has no real responsibility in the way 
of carrying out obligations. That de- 
volves on the British government. 
Great Britain, it is asserted, would not 
coerce any of her colonies to remain 
under the British flag if they were de- 
termined to withdraw, but at the same 
time desires to keep all the colonies 
and to keep on terms of peace with 
their neighbors.

British Officials Denounced. 


St. Johns, Oct. 9.—Popular anger 


against the modus vivendi arranged 
by th'e United States and the British 
governments relating to the New- 
foundland herring fisheries is growing. 
There is a general feeling that the 
compromise arrived at was a back- 
down on part of the British ministry. 
The Telegram, the premier's organ, 
ascribes the modus vivendi to the 
craven policy of timid Downing street 
bureaucrats, and expresses the hope 
that the Newfoundland government 
will show the spirit of determination 
and teach little Englanders like Lord 
Elgin and Winston Churchill the same 
lesson that tire colonists of Natal 
taught them when they tried to ride 
rough-shod over the colony a few 
months ago. Archbishop Howley, the 
Catholic primate, speaking at a paro- 
chial festival declared the modus vi- 
vendi a shameful betrayal of the col- 
ony's interest .and advocated agitation 
through out "the colony against it. He 
urged an immediate calling of the leg- 
islature, 
spirited 
protests to the 


throne, the dispatch of delegates to 
England and to Canada, and an appeal 
to all autonomous British colonies to 
join in fesisting what he termed ''an 
unbridled invasion of colonial rights." 


Echoed In London. 


London, Oct. 9.—Following the lead 


of 
the 
Newfoundland newspapers, 


whose opinions on the modus vivendi 
were cabled here, the London papers 
denounce the agreement as a1 "one- 
sided bargain" between the United 
States and Great Britain. The latter, 
however, it is pointed out here, made 
every effort to secure the colony's con- 
spnt to an equitable arrangement, as 
Great Britain was ready two weeks 
ago to conclude the agreement assign- 
ed, believing it to be fairest, but wait- 
ed until the last moment for New- 
foundland to accept the settlement to 
preventtrouble on the fishing grounds.
